An Air Force court-martial 


by eight officers on Tuesday 
found the 32-year-old lawyer 
from Westfield, N.J., guilty of 
participating in a demonstra- 
tion against the Vietnam war in 
London May 31 and of soliciting 
other servicemen to join in. It 
was the first time an American 
serviceman was tried in Britain 
on charges of demonstrating. 


Servicemen abroad are ban- 


ned from taking part in such 
demonstrations although they 
may do so in the United States 
while out of uniform and off 
duty. Culver said he would ap- 
peal his conviction and would 
take the case all the way to the 
Supreme Court if necessary. 


"This is an important test

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep- 


resentatives of 10 companies, 
who would be among the first 
to have their gas supply cut off 
under a curtailment plan pro- 
posed by Arkansas Louisiana 
Gas Co., appeared Tuesday at 
a Federal Power Commission 
hearing on the proposed plan. 


The 10 representatives were 


allowed to cross-examine Arkla 
officials who defended the pro- 
posed plan for limiting natural 
gas. 


A nationwide gas shortage has 


forced the FPC to order all na- 
tural gas distribution companies 
to propose a plan for curtailing 
natural gas deliveries to con- 
serve 
fuel 
for 
the 
winter 


months. 


Arkla submitted a plan in 


May, 
but the FPC has ordered 


that the plan not be put into 
effect until objections to the 
plan can be heard. 


Arkla already curtails gas to 


its industrial customers to con- 
serve it for "human needs." 
The "human needs" include 
homes, schools, hospitals and 
churches. Under the proposed 
curtailment plan, industrial cus- 
tomers would be cut off in or- 
der to their priority. Arkla pro- 
posed to divide its customers 
into five priorities or categories. 


Several power companies that 


would be affected by the plan 
appeared at the hearing Tues- 
day. 


Arkla 
contends the power 


companies could convert to fuel 
oil to generate electricity, but 
the power companies contend 
that converting to fuel oil would 
be expensive and time consum- 
ing. 


The hearing resumed at 10 


a.m. today.

badly needed, and that it would 
serve the entire community as 
well as the citizens along North 
Hazel Street.

Corps, which has been opposed 
to any blanket amnesty for 
drug abusers. 


The directive, signed July 9, 


makes no mention of "amnes- 
ty." Instead it refers to "ex- 
emption" from disciplinary ac- 
tion or less-than-honorable dis- 
charge because of drug use or 
"possession incident to such 
use." 


Marine sources indicated the 


wording satisfies 
the Corps. 


They said they feel amnesty 
has a "weak ring to it" and 
connotes 
"total forgiving of 


all." 


"A member 
(of the naval 


service) may be granted ex- 
emption only once," Chafee de- 
creed. 


The order stresses "volun- 


tariness" and says such dis- 
closures must be made before a 
sailor or Marine is arrested for 
drug 
abuse 
or 
is 
officially 


warned he is suspected. 


However, the program also 


extends to men who have been 
"involuntarily identified" in the 
course of tests, such as those 
given to men leaving Vietnam, 
or who are named as users by 
other men applying for ex- 
emption. 


In these cases, those "in- 


voluntarily 
identified" 
or 


named will be given a chance 
to ask for the exemption. 


The test of "sincerity" will

HONG KONG (AP) - Com- 


munist China is willing to take 
part in a new international con- 
ference on Vietnam along the 
lines of the 1954 Geneva parley 
that ended France's war in In- 
dochina, the leader of the Aus- 
tralian Labor party said today 
on his return from Peking. 


Party leader Gough Whitlam 


headed a delegation of Labori- 
tes who spent 12 days in China 
and talked with Premier Chou 
En-lai and other leaders. 


"I discussed the Geneva con- 


ference and its revival with 
Chou," Whitlam told a news 
conference, "and the Chinese 
are quite willing to participate 
in any renewed Geneval confer- 
ence." 


Whitlam, whose party is op- 


posed to Australia's participa- 
tion in the Vietnam war, did 
not enlarge on Chou's ideas 
about a conference on Vietnam, 
but he said: "The adminis- 
trative arrangements for a re- 
vived Geneva-style 
conference 


would have to be more in an 
Asian framework." 


He pointed out that the con- 


vening powers of the 1954 con- 
ference—Britain and the Soviet 
Union—were 
both 
European, 


and only one of the three na- 
tions on the International Con- 
trol Commission set up to po- 
lice the agreement was Asian. 
The three nations are India, 
Canada and Poland. 


Whitlam did not say whether 


these were also Chou's views, 
but it seemed likely that they 
were.

Jr., D-N.J., charging the veto 
was "a cruel blow to the unem- 
ployed of our nation." urged 
the measure be made law.

House, and Democrats doubted 
they could muster enough votes. 


Nixon said he rejected the 


bill because of its $2-billion pro- 
gram of stepped-up public 
works spending, designed by 
advocates to provide work for 
the unemployed, but spurned 
by the White House as a plan 
offering only dead-end jobs. 


Sen. Jennings Randolph, D- 


W.Va., chairman of the Public 
Works Committee, and Theo- 
dore Stevens, R-Alaska, wrote 
their colleagues appealing for 
support of the bill. 


"It will go a long way toward

RABAT, Morocco (AP) - 


Many questions are unanswer- 
ed in the wake of the attempted 
coup in Morocco and the execu- 
tion of its 
ringleaders. 


Mystery still shrouds the mo- 


tives of the leaders of the rebel- 
lion and why they spared the 
life of King Hassan II, a con- 
s e r v a t i v e , 
pro-Western 


monarch and one of the leading 
moderates in the Arab world. 


The 
rebels 
announced 
a 


"people's revolutionary com- 
mittee" and proclaimed a re- 
gime of Libyan-style socialism. 
Yet most of the leaders were 
millionaires steeped in the capi- 
talist way of life. 


Was the coup just an attempt 


to seize power and set up a mil- 
itary dictatorship, or was it 
motivated by ideological con- 
siderations? 


The 12 men named as leaders 


of the coup are all dead, 10 exe- 
cuted by firing squad on Tues- 
day, and two killed during the 
attack on the king's summer 
palace Saturday. These rebels 
were among the elite of Mo- 
rocco's army leaders, all long 
regarded as devoted to the 
king. 


Hundreds of such men re- 


main the backbone of Hassan's 
regime. Were some of them se- 
cret 
sympathizers 
with 
the 


coup? And will the new mili- 
tary security tribunal estab- 
lished after the roup carry out 
a sweeping purge of the army? 


The rebels had a "death list" 


and

many of the king's closest ad- 
visers.

Mafia Men

rounded up dozens of Mafia 
suspects in towns throughout 
Sicily and on the Italian penin- 
sula today in the wake of a par- 
liamentary report charging that 
police and other officials pro- 
teQted the criminal organiza- 
tion. 


The arrests were ordered by 


the police chief of Palermo, the 
Sicilian capital, Ferdinando Li 
Donne, and Col. Carlo Alberto 
della Chiesa, commander of the 
national police in Sicily. 


The 
suspects 
were 
being 


brought to Palermo for action 
by special courts which have 
banished 33 Mafia leaders to is- 
lands off Sicily and Sardinia in 
the past two months. 


The parliamentary commis- 


sion charged that Mafia leaders 
seldom have been convicted by 
Italian courts because they en- 
joyed "powerful and 
author- 


itative protection and political 
complicity" from police and 
other officials. 


It said the Christian Demo- 


crats, Italy's Roman Catholic 
party and the leader of every 
postwar government, is among 
the parties that traded political 
protection for the Mafia's sup- 
port. 


After a seven-year investiga-

Dear Dr. Lamb—Is it pos- 


sible ifor a person to get epi- 
lepsy from a bad case of 
carbon monoxide poisoning? 
There were never any signs 
of epilepsy until after the 
poisoning. 


Dear Reader—In a word, 


yes. One might argue about 
the meaning of the word epi- 
lepsy but to the extent that 
it means convulsive episodes 
like those seen in epilepsy, 
it is true. 


Any form of brain damage 


can cause recurrent convul- 
sive episodes. Carbon mon- 
oxide can cause brain dam- 
age by interfering with ade- 
quate delivery of oxygen to 
the brain. Carbon monoxide 
combines with the iron pig- 
ment, hemoglobin, in the red 
blood cells, and makes it im- 
possible for the cells to carry 
oxygen. 


The brain is the organ in 


the body most easily dam- 
aged by lack of oxygen. If 
the brain is damaged a per- 
son's threshold to have con- 
vulsions may be lowered and 
then the convulsions start oc- 
curring. There may be, and 
usually are, other manifes- 
tations of brain damage. In 
its most severe form the in- 
dividual may be incapable 
of normal thought process. 


There are other ways the 


brain can be damaged to 
cause convulsive episodes. 
Loss of oxygen, during high 
altitude flights, is one exam- 
ple. A more common cause 
is inadequate circulation to 
the brain. A person 
may

of the heart or it may stop 
beating. If some means is 
not quickly devised to re- 
store the heart's pumping 
capacity the brain may be 
damaged. 


We see this in people with 


"heart attacks." The pump- 
ing action of the heart must 
be restored within four min- 
utes to prevent brain dam- 
age. External artificial heart 
massage is often life saving 
in such situations. By com- 
pressing the chest in a rhyth- 
mic manner (pressing down 
on the sternum, breast bone) 
the heart is artificially com- 
pressed and then relaxes. 
This may force enough blood 
to the brain and other vital 
organs to prevent serious 
damage. If the equipment is 
immediately available the 
normal pumping action of 
the heart may be restored by 
electrical means. 


The real problem is the 


ever-present possibility that 
the replacement of the circu- 
lation will be too late and the 
brain may be permanently 
damaged. The patient may 
live but the end result may 
still be a major tragedy. 
These events provide some 
very dramatic moments, not 
only as a race against death, 
but a race to save a life 
worth living. The same is 
true of loss of oxygen or 
poisoning that prevents de- 
livery of oxygen to the brain. 


Many people think all they 


have to fear from heart at- 
tacks or strokes is death. 
There is always that other 
possibility, permanent inca- 
pacity and brain damage.
